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Thus ended the Battel of Audenarde, which was 
<oncerted; began, and proſecuted by the Confede- 
rate Generals, with all the Judgment, V igour, and 
conſummate Prudence imaginable, and 'tis hard to 
determine what Praiſe is due both to our Officers and 
'Soldiers in 47 upon this Account; to affirm what 
Number of Men the French loſt in this Battel, would 
be too preſumptuous; and indeed tis hardly poſſible 
to imagine, that an Enemy will calculate exactly in 
ſuch Matters. Several Reaſons oblig'd the Van- 
a Party to conceal the Loſs they ſuſtain'd ; nay 
they wrote at firſt from Liſte and other Places, that 
we had loſt more Men than ay But in Actions 
of this Nature, tis much more difficult to form a rea- 
Tonable Conjecture. The Spot where the Blow was 
ſtruck was full of Defiles and Paſſes, and gave the 
Friends of the Wounded an Opportunity of carrying 
them off; the Night came on, and was anothor 
Friend to obſcure the Misfortunes of 'the French; nor 
could the dead Bodies of the Slain be any Rule to de- 
p=nd on, for they. being generally ſtript, and often 
falling irregularly, 'tis hard to know to which Party 
they belong. All that can ſafely be affirm'd concern- 
ing this Matter, muſt be gathered from ſuch who 
knew the Fact, and was able to give an Account of 
it; and therefore take here the Extract of a Letter 
writ by a French Officer, the Author of which ſeem- 
ing Impartial by the Patſion he was in, and by the 
Offence he took at the-Condutt of the Enemy's Ge- 
neral, gives an Air of Sincerity to the Piece, and 
renders it to a Man of Senſe Authentick. 
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19 5 Paſſigs ; but ſeeing us ſtand ſtill, they were encou- 
rag'd to proſecute their firſt Deſign, and begun to 
paſs over two Bridges which they had laid.

Accordingly our Infantry advanc'd, and the Ground 
was diſputed two or three Hours, with a terrible 
Fire and great Obſtinacy on both ſides; but our 
Foot being tir'd with charging the Enemy five or 
ſix times, and being diſhearten'd to ſee themſelves 
not ſupportètd by our Horſe (who could not act be- 
cauſe the Ground was full of Encloſures) and 
preſsd hard by the Enemy, were at length forc'd 
to retire and quit the Ground to them. We Dra- 
goons were oblig'd to endure the continual Fire of 
the Enemy's Foot and Cannon, without daring to 

ſtir, becauſe we were on the Right of the King's 
Houſhold, who ſuffer'd as much as we. Towards 
the Evening we were fallen upon by a great number

Y Our Lordſhips having been Pleaſed to appoint 
this Committee to take into their Conſideration 
ſeveral Examinations, Letters and Papers referred to

He was not 
taken into the Regiment, but was a Footman to 
Mr. Doge, an Enſign in Captain Rechfort's Company 
in Belcaſile's Regiment, where he continued about 
Two Years, and then got a Diſcharge from his Ma- 
ſter, but refuſed to Liſt himſelf as a Soldier. 

He came over into England, and ſerved ſome time 
as a Drawer in a Tavern, and was afterwards a Ser- 
vant to ſeveral Perſons, and at laſt Bound himſelf 
Apprentice to one Guyon a Perriwig Maker, and when 
his time was out, worked as a Journeyman in the 
City, and Married a Midwife's Daughter behind the 
Exchange, and got his living by making of Perriwigs,

Mr. Harley propoſed this to him in the Year, 1904-F. 
Valiere ſaid, He thought he might be able to pro- 
cure Intelligence by the means of one Bara, who was 
then in France, and was acquainted with Mr. Chateau- 
neuf the Commiſlary at Calais. 

In order to ſettle this Correſpondence, Mr. Harley 


furniſhed him with 150 J. in about a Month's time; 


out of which Valiere pretended he gave Bara yol. 
and made a preſent to the Commiſſary. 

Valiere ſays, All the Service Bare did, was to come 
over twice from France, firſt in a French Boat, with 
the News of the Prince of Darmftad's being killed; 
and next in Bland's Boat, (which Valiere had ſent to 
Calas) with the News of Barcelona's being taken; 
Bara went back to France in Three or Four Days, 

in the ſame Boar, with Bland's Boy, and carried 
from Valiere to Chateauneuf Satinette for a Bed, a 
Watch, Scarlet Stockings, and fome Toys, which 
was the Preſent above mentioned. In a ſhort time 
after Bara came back to England again, and brought 
with him a French Man, who had been a Sea Officer.

At that 
time he was inform'd Bara had a Paſs from the Secre- 
rary of State, tho* he had before told Mr. Harley he 
knew Mr. Bara had 500 Livers given him in Fance 
for Service to the King.

He fays, He is a Native of France, and was Sur- 
geon Major to Dubare duting the late War, till the 
falt Two Years, when he left him, upon a Diſpute 
between them concerning a Prize. 
At Dunkirk he had Opportunity of aſſiſting ſeveral 
Officers and Soldiers in the Engliſh Service, who were 
Priſoners there, and they promiſed to help him in his 
Profeſſion, if he would come into Eng/and ; which 
he did as ſoon as the Peace was made. He became 
Grſt acquainted with Valiere, by means of the Maſter 
of a Ship of St. Valery; and this Acquaintance was 
continued by one Dormicour's coming into England 
from Dunkirk, upon account of Debts he ow'd, who 
was known to both of them. Dormicour, being about 
to return to France, told Bara, That Valiere propo- 
ſed to him the ſending over the Paris Gazette ſooner. 
chan by the way of Holland; which Dormicour had 
promiſed to do, it he might have Leave on the o- 
ther fide. Afterwards Valiere made the ſame Propo- 
ſal to Bara, whoſaid, He would do it, if he had Pro- 
te ction for his Perſon.
